definite character on which it would bo 
possible to base an indictment could ho 
obtained. 
The witnesses who wera 


brought before us to testify retarding 
those matters either did not know or 
wera so implicated in concealing thu 
truth that they would not give any test! 
ruony of an incriminating character.

Wo have obtained knowledge that for 


many years hbt past there baa been a 
large amount of stealing of Block cattle in 
this county, und that the same have boon 


to parties engaged in the business 


of butchering cattle for the market.

We are of tae opinion 
tbat all magistrates acceptinc bail bonds 
in any criminal case should bo thor- 
oughly eatieUtid of the financial responsi- 
bility of all sureties offered, and should, 
whenever it is deemed expedient, com- 
pel all partiea proposing to" justify ag 
eurfttics on bail bonda in criminal cases, 
to give a full and detailed statement of 
all property and its condition, owned by 
the parties proposing thus to become 
aurotieB, and n commended that all bail 
bonds in criminal cases now pending in 
tho superior court of Fresno county 
should be examined and that all parties 
whose nnmes appear thereon 09 sureties

JAIL KXLvABGRMENT. 


The public jail of this county is very 


much crowded, so much eo that the eher- 
fT is unable to possibly classify and place 
>risoDere, and to keep it, without great 
rouble and cost, iu tho condition of 
leanliucss and order requisite and uec- 
BGttry to tho health of the persons thero- 
n confined. A great source of dirt and 
iseass iu an institution of this kind is 
nosed by what is known as the tramp 
lenient—unkempt, unwashed vagrants, 
who bring their accumulated dirt and 
vermin to tbe jail and scatter it about, 
.'heee persons remnin confined but B 
hort time and scarcely ever serve 911! a 
entcnce lasting more than a few days, 
nd then pass forward to the next jaii 
bat opciiB its doors for them. A great 
majority of these vaprants, we find, 


tree tod by the police oflicera cf tho city 
ire really offenders against the ordinari- 
es of the city and should be supported 
nd taken care of by the cit/. In viev; 
f tin's fact, and also that Fresno IE now 
city of 12,000 people, wo think it but 
i.ht and proper that a separate jail be- 
"Dging to and cwce'i by the city should 
be erected for tbo detention of all per- 
sons arrested by tho police o fliers nnd all 
serving out sentences for offenses against 
city ordinances. 
If this were done it 


would relit;re the crowded condition of 
our counly j*il and would eavo the 
county the -^speneeof crectinRadditioual 
jail buildings. We advise that tbo board 
of supervisors of Krcauo county confer 
with the hoard of trns'eea of the city of 
Fresno aud make EOIUO arrangement 
looLicy toward the carrying out ol ihls 
idea. 


JAIL FOll BKU.IA. 


We aUo advise the eupervisors'of this 


counly to obtain a euStableilot in tbo 
town of Siilma and have a larger and 
enfer jail building than the one now in 
Selnia erected upon it. The present jail 
building in Seloia is aitutited back, of a 
e table and is altogether an unsafe aud 
dangerous placo in which to confine

We are satisfied thnt 
the countv olUcers for yenta past have 
carefully and diligently attended to tbe 
business entrusted to them and per- 
formed their dutica thoroughly and satis- 
factorily. 


We deaire to call special attention to 


tho license books of tho tax collector's 
office for the careful and intelligent man- 
cer iu which (lie earns are kept, aud aleo 
desire to commend him for his prompt- 
ness and success in tha collection of tbo 
various county licensee. 


In tha recorder's ofilco we found that, 


occasionally in copying instruments into 
booka of records, erasures had been 
made, which wo find alter careful exami- 
nation were only duo to carelessness on 
the part of tho copyists employed in tho 
office. 
We nro of tho opinion that tho 


recorder should adopt'c rule that all 
copyiEto making errors should not be 
permitted to erase the same, bnt should 
cancel the instrument as recorded und 
record it nuew, and that such copyists 
not ba allowed nnv pay for the work 
done in the canceled* instrument.
